Williums, slute CWA director of pub- 
licity telegrnphcd the newspaper for 
the serial numbers of the sewing pro- 
jects involved in the bidding. 


The Star gave these as W. P. 534

On January 20 stuto CWA head- 


quarters again wired the newspaper 
advising that its letter containing the 
serial numbers had been lost in the 
purchasing department at Little Rock. 
The numbers were again furnished— 
and Saturday morning the complete 
bid quotations were received nt The 
Star office.

The contract was awarded on a 


lump-sum bid covering 10 items rang- 
ing from broadcloth and print ma- 
terial, to buttons, thread and elastic. 


CWA figures show that the bid of 


Gus Blass company covering prices 
on all 10 items was 
?75.74, 
against 


J78.14 for the lowest of the three Hope 
bidders. 


However, the lowest Hope bidder 


was low on G of the 10 items, and the 
second lowest Hope house was low on 
2 items. Gus Blass. although low on 
only 2 items, was low on the total 
tabulation.

In his letter to The SUir Mr. Wil- 


liams wrote; 


At the time this bid was let, we 


were operating under 
11 federal 


ruling that required 
giving 
the 


contract to the low bidder. We 
had no alternative but to give it 
to Blass. Since that time however, 
on bids of less than $100, we arc 
taking none except 
from 
local 


merchants, in the county where 
the project originates. 
Under this 


ruling the local merchants are as- 
sured of the majority of the busi- 
ness as most purchases are under 
this amount. 


Also, at the time of this con- 


tract we were bound by a lump 
sum bid. Present regulations per- 
mit letting the bid item by item. 
From Mr. Williams' statement 
it 


appears that under present regula- 
tions Hope houses repealing the same 
bids as lust month wouid obtain con- 
tracts'for1 eight 'bt"tho tori articles in 
competition with the largest depart- 
ment store in the capital city.

They will be 
held under guard until Monday. 


In refusing to surrender to the air 


mail committee the records it had 
asked of him, MucCracken hud argued 
that the information was the private 
and confidential property of aviation 
companies whose attorney he was. 
There was testimony later in the day, 
Chairman Black (D., Ala.I, of the 
committee said, that some of these

sought had been destroyed. 


In disclosing Friday night that Jur-

Congress for federal aid to the schools gets under way, sev- 
eral congressmen have realized the gravity of the situation 
and have presented bills for school relief which are pending.

V. S. Profit 2% Billions 


WASHINGTON. — (/P) —The dollar 


profit to the government of President 
Roosevelt's devaluation order was giv- 
en Satuday by the Treasury as 2 bil- 
lion 805 million 500 thousand dollars. 


It wiped out the federal deficit, 


which stood Friday at 1 billion 922 
million 598 thousand, and gave a sur- 
plus on the year's expenditures to 
date of 973 million 716 thousand dol- 
lars. 


Unless Secretary Morgenthau should 


decide to use some of this profit to 
meet current expenditures, which he 
has said tho Treasury does not plan " 
to do. the year-end deficit will still 
reach the 7 billion dollars estimated 
by President Roosevelt.

For the most part the chil- 
dren who learned that lesson thor- 
oughly have grown into honest men 
and women. No child ever quite for- 
gets his early training. 


To insist on honesty and to practice

Just what wns the nature of this 


Kingdom of God that ^Tesus came to 
establish wns then, nnd it now, a mnt- 


i tci- of much controversy. To some it 


I wns- then. ;is it is to many today, a 
| kingdom cf truth nnd righteousness 
j and justice to bo established on earth. 
i To others tlie Kingdom is mere re- 
j mote nnd spiritual in its nature. 
I 
To the latter, its realization in the 


hearts of men is n force tending to 
change the world for the better, but 
the consummation of the Kingdom is 
not thought of as earthly or material 
except ns earth nnd heaven may meet 
in "some fnr-oft divine event." 


Into these controversies and critical 


speculation.1! and interpretations It is i 
not necessary that \vc should enter 
in order to profit by the caching of, 
Jesus concerning the Kingdom. The 
fact is 'that we may put altogether too 
much of our interest and attention on 
questions about the- Kingdom, while 
we neglect the realities of the King- 
dom itself. 
It was precisely this attitude that 


Jesus rebuked 
when he reminded 


those who were saying that the King- 
dom of Hcavqn is "Lo. here" acl "Lo. 
there," that it was a Kingdom within 
their own hearts. 


It is more profitable to consider the 


characteristics and altribucs of the 
Kingdom, the sort of life lived by its 
King, and the sort of life and char- 
acter demanded in its subjects, than 
to enter into ^peculations cinccrning 
how and when some outward mani- 
festation of the Kingdom is to come. 


When wo approach the Kingdom of 


Gcd in this way, thtse characteristics 
are marked rather plainly. The King- 
dom of God. the King, and His sub- 
jects are all very definitely distin- 
guished from the kingdoms, kings and 
subjects of this world. 


The Kingdom of God is a kingdom 


cf the unselfish, of those who arc not 
seeking earthly treasure for them- 
selves, but of those who are seeking 
the deeper treasures of the Kingdom 
of Heaven—that is. the treasure of 
loving character and good deeds and 
true relationships, the things that 
neither life nor death can destroy and 
that are always safe and permanent 
investments. 


The Kingdom of God is a kingdom of 


those who are sincere and .single- 
minded. It is a kingdom of those 
who nre sacking the light and whose 
eyes are not blinded by any insin- 
cerity or duplicity of mind and heart. 
It is a kingdom of those who have 
made their choice very definitely for 
God against Mammon, and of those 
who see in life some higher purpose 
thtan mere existence or even preser- 
vation of the body. 


It is a kingdom, manifestly, of those 


who have brought into their lives a 
Ecale of worths and values sqmewhait 
different from that of a selfish and 
materialistic world; of those who be- 
lieve that a man's soul is worth a 
great deal more than could be meas- 
ured against it even if this were the 
whole world. 


What Jesus came to 
declare was 


that this Kingdom of God was for all 
men capable of accepting U. It was 
not for the rich nor for the mighty, 
but now. in the coming of the Savior 
of men, the poor 
had 
the 
gospel 


preached to them, and the pure in 
heart, though lowly, had the privilege 
of seeing God and entering into His 
Gingdom.

smooth operation and adding sub- 
stantially to the potential life of the 
car. 


"This new oil has resulted from 


laboratory studies of the molecular 
structure of oils." the Standard G'il 
Company of Louisiana technicians ex- 
plained. "Sub-microscopically, oil con- 
sists of millions ol disarrayed mole- 
cules. When lubrication gets down 
to a thickness of only one molecule 
under 
extreme localized 
pressure, 


these molecules are flattened out, so 
to speak, and the lubrication job is not 
100 per cent efficient. It was neces- 
sary to make these molecules stand 


on end. An oil molecule might be 
said to have a tail and a head.

It Isn't Safe to Guess About Pain 


In Abdomen 


When you get a pain in the abdo- 


men, you need not associate it im- 
mediately with indigestion or an at- 
tack of appendicitis. Of course, the 
pain may be due to either of these 
causes, and then again it may be due 
to any of a: large number of other 
troubles. 


You should remember that your ab- 


dominal cavity contains not only your 
stomach and intestines, but also the 
liver, the spleen, the kidneys, the 
pancreas, the adrenal -glands, the gall- 
bladder, the urinary bladder and. in 
the case of the female, the organs of 
sex. 


Inflammations or infections of any 


of these organs may produce severe 
abdominal pain. 


Whatever you do about such a pain, 


don't guess because some of these 
causes may be exceedingly serious,

while others may be simple matters 
easily treated by simple methods. 


The pains in the abdomen may vary 


from dull vague discomforts to ser- 
ious and incapacitating pains of the 
type that double a patient up. The 
pain may be in one place or it may 
radiate. It may get better with food 
or worse; it may be constant or come 
at intervals. 


It may be associated with dozens of 


other symptoms such as nausea, dis- 
tension, belching or weakness and loss 
of weight, or it may be independent 
of any other symptom. 


Actually, pain in the abdomen may 


be a result of disturbance in the lung 
or in the heart, since it now is well 
established that there are conditions 
affecting both these organs which are 
reflected by pain in the abdomen. 


Any sort of disturbance of the large 


intestines may bring about pain, and 
there are innumerable such disturb- 
ances, varying from chronic constipa- 
tion and colitis, with irritability of 
the bowels, to such serious conditions 
as cancer or amebic dysentery. 


It is known that, in conditions like 


locomotor ataxia, severe pains may oc- 
cur in the abdomen and that some- 
times inflammations of the bones of 
the spine may bring about pains re- 
lated to the abdominal cavity. 


Even chemical poisons may be as- 


sociated with pains in the abdomen. 
This occurs particularly in the case of 
poisoning by lead. Lead colic fre- 
quently is seen among workers in in- 
dustries in which lead is much used 
and in which there is no proper at- 
tention to safety of the worker. 


Finally, any of the common diseases 


that affect the body generally may 
be reflected 
in secondary changes 


taking place in the abdominal cavity, 
particularly affecting the membrane 
which lines the abdomen and which 
is known as the peritoneum. 


Yuu may ace, therefore, that here 


is a case in which knowledge is bet- 
ter than guesswork arid that your 
only safety lies in getting an accurate 
diagnosis of your condition before 
attempting treatment.
